Edmonton to add bike box to 
cycling route near university

50 new Alberta schools still the plan

Edmonton’s first bike box, used 
to organize cyclist and motor- 
vehicle traffic, will be added to 
the bike route on 87 Avenue 
and 116 Street next month. 

Bike boxes are a green area 
in the front of an intersection 
used for cyclists to get ahead 
of the pack during a red light. 
Cars must sit behind the green 
box during a red light and bikes 
and cars can’t turn left or right 
during a red fight, but bikes 
can move ahead to get in front. 
Once the fight turns green, cyc¬ 
lists proceed before motorists. 

Bike boxes are already used 
in several Canadian cities, in¬ 
cluding Calgaiy. 

“It’s an intersection tool that 
makes the intersection better 
for all users. It allows motorists 
to know where cyclists should 
be. It’s a tool that helps cyclists 
make a more comfortable left 
turn,” said Andrew Siggeficow, 
project engineer in Transporta-

tion Planning with the city. 

Dimcan Kinney, vice- 
president of the Edmonton Bi¬ 
cycle Commuters, is happy to 
see the addition to the 15 Irilo- 
metres of bike lanes the city 
was already adding this year. 

“I’m excited to see a bike 
box in action. Obviously they’re 
just starting it with one, but 
I think it could work in many 
more applications.” 

It’s not clear when the bike 
box, the planned location of 
which is near the University of 
Alberta, wifi be open. But once 
it’s created, the city wifi also 
publish educational material, 
including advertisements and a 
video, to teach both cyclists and 
motorists about proper usage, 
said Siggelkow. 


Just after declaring two new 
southern Alberta schools open 
for learning Thursday, the 
provincial education minister 
offered reassurance that his 
government is on track to build 
many more. 

Education minister Jeff 
Johnson said despite ques¬ 
tions raised by opposition par¬ 
ties over how Premier Alison 
Bedford wifi fulfill a campaign 
promise to build 50 schools 
and renovate 70 more over the 
next four years in the face of 
economic imcertainty, the gov¬ 


ernment remains committed to 
its goal. 

“We just don’t have the 
space for students,” he added. 
“The schools that we are open¬ 
ing right now are critical and 
it’s important that we keep 
looking at investing in schools.” 

But opposition Wildrose 
MIA Kerry Towle was qmck to 
point out schools in numerous 
other communities continue to 
“burst at the seams.” 

She added that projected 
revenue levels lower than those 
originally forecast in the annu¬ 


al provincial budget could force 
the Tories into debt if they push 
ahead with Bedford’s school 
pledge. 

“That, to me, should be a 
great concern to all Albertans,” 
Towle said. 

But Johnson maintained 
that he has been given no 
indication of a change of plans 
from Bedford. 

He added, however, that 
specific locations and construc¬ 
tion timelines for the new 
schools are still being deter¬ 
mined.

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Festival. County issues stop order, organizers continue 


Despite a stop order issued 
Thursday, organizers of the 
Mad Hatter Music Festival 
plan to continue on with 
their event. 

Leduc County announced 
on their website Wednesday 
a warning for those head¬ 
ing to the festival on private 
property just west of High¬ 
way 21. 

Leila Daoud, county com¬ 
munications co-ordinator, 
said the required health, 
emergency and security 
plans had not been shared, 
and therefore the necessary 


permits were not granted. 

“We still do have very ser¬ 
ious concerns about the safe¬ 
ty and security of whoever 
might attend the festival,” 
she said. 

Festival organizer Sarah 
Dantzer said the proper 
measures are in place, and 
that the news was a shock. 

Gates were to open at 
12 p.m. Thursday for the 
four-day festival, featuring 
electronic and rock music 
on multiple stages through 
to Monday. Performers are 
slated to begin at 4 p.m. 


A county peace officer 
posted the order at 12 p.m., 
and Daoud said the plan is to 
keep an eye on the festival 
should it go forward. 

“We will monitor the situ¬ 
ation very carefully, and act 
based on the situation,” she 
said, adding that the county 
is working in partnership 
with Tfiberta Health Services, 
area RCMP and county fire 
rescue. 

A maximum of 1,000 
people will be permitted to 
the festival, said Dantzer.

Anti-logging group disappointed with minister 



Members of an anti-logging 
group say they’re skeptical 
that a meeting with the prov¬ 
incial environment minister 
will lead to real change in the 
Castle wilderness area.

Parks and Wilderness Society 
and a representative from the 
Stop Castle Logging Group.

Alan Brice, a guide with Al¬ 
berta Fly Fishing Adventures 
in the Crowsnest Pass, said 


he’s seen first hand the en¬ 
vironmental impact of clear- 
cutting, as well as the effect it 
has on tourism. 

“All our tourists leave ... 
they just drive 25 minutes to 
British Columbia,” he said. 

McQueen said she is in the 
process of collecting informa¬ 
tion from various groups and 
was hesitant to give a time¬ 
line for when a decision will 
be made about the proposal. 

“For me, that was a great 
opportunity to hear their per¬ 
spective,” she said Thursday.

Some Edmontonians are call¬ 
ing on city festival organizers 
to malce aUeigen-ffee food and 
other special dietary needs 
available and more clearly ad¬ 
vertised. 

Eating at festivals and fair^ 
can be a challenge for those 
with dietary restrictions, says 
Abisaac Saraga, who writes the 
blog GlutenFreeEdmonton.com 
with wife Amanda. 

The Canadian Cehac Asso¬ 


ciation estimates that 1 in 100 
Canadians have a gluten-sensi¬ 
tivity. 

Jennifer Sheehan, com- 
mimications co-ordinator for 
Northlands, said that it is up to 
vendors to display if products 
are gluten-free or vegetarian 
friendly. 

“We work with (vendors) to 
malce sure they can offer a var¬ 
iety, which includes working 
with allergies, gluten free, or 


any other dietary restrictions.” 

Heritage Festival also said 
it is up to vendors to state if 
their products are allergen free 
or meet special dietary restric¬ 
tions. 

“By all means, ask the 
people who are serving the 
food,” said executive director 
Jack little. 

But that’s not always the 
easiest solution, said Saraga. 

“It is up to my wife to fend 


for herself take the risk to go 
to one of these festivals (where) 
she may not be able to have 
food, or if she does, then go 
through a series of questions 
at these very busy food stations 
to ensure she does not eat any¬ 
thing containing gluten. The 
people working at the station 
are typically just temp serving 
staff, and not cooks that pre¬ 
pared the food and know the 
ingredients,” he said.

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New project launched 
to find ill-fated ships 


Order of Canada. Black capable 
of defending his membership 
in writing, federal lawyers say 


Nunavut. Inuit oral 
tradition has been key 
for previous searches 
seeking the lost 
Franklin expedition 


The search for the lost ships 
of the ill-fated Franklin exped¬ 
ition continues. 

A new research project was 
announced Thursday by the 
prime minister in Nunavut, 
where the ships are beheved to 
have sunk. 

“Why do we search for the 
Frankhn? The wreckage of the 
Franklin expedition is a nation¬ 
al historic site designated some 
time ago — it is the only undis¬ 
covered national historic site, 
we feel an obhgation to dis¬ 
cover it,” Stephen Harper said. 

Sir John Franklin set out 
from England in 1845 to find 
the Northwest Passage with 
two ships, the HMS Erebus and 
HMS Terror. 

But they ended up trapped 
in ice, and Franklin, along with 
other crew members, died in 
1847. The next year, the sur¬ 
viving crew set out on foot but 
were never seen ahve again. 

All this is known thanks 
to a message left in a cairn on

King WiUiam Island, and while 
the message suggested where 
the two ships might have been 
when they were abandoned, 
previous attempts to find the 
wrecks have been unsuccess¬ 
ful. 

In 2010, a search team did 
find the remains of the HMS In¬ 
vestigator, sent in 1850 to find 
Franl^n. 

The unlmown final resting 
place of the ships was declared 
a national historic site in 1992, 
though the ships will remain 
the property of the United 
Kingdom. 

The search areas will in¬ 
clude both the O’Reilly Island 
area, west of the Adelaide Pen¬ 
insula and further north to 
Victoria Strait and Alexandra 
Strait.

Conrad Black has a way with

Federal lawyers are set to 
argue in court Friday that Black 
should have no trouble making 
written arguments to the coun¬ 
cil deciding the status of his 
Order of Canada membership, 
documents show. 

Black, 67, is asking Federal 
Court to force the advisory 
council to allow him an or^ 
hearing as it decides whether to 
recommend the Governor Gen¬ 
eral revoke Black’s prestigious 
membership, bestowed upon 
him in 1990. 


His la’v^ers are arguing that 
his case is too complex to be 
handled in writing — the only 
medium Order of Canada rules 
allow. The former media mag¬ 
nate went to Federal Court after 
his request to make arguments 
in person was denied. 

But documents filed in ad¬ 
vance of Friday’s hearing show 
federal lawyers are relying 
on Black’s own prowess with 
prose to argue that he doesn’t 
need oral arguments to make 
his voice heard. 

The council can recom¬ 
mend members of the order 
be stripped of their status, but 
the final decision rests with the 
Governor General.

Prosecutors say the suspect in 
the Colorado theatre shooting 
made threats and was banned 
from the University of Colo¬ 
rado after failing a key exam 
six weeks before the rampage. 

They made the accusations 
about James Holmes in court 
Thursday as they tried to con¬ 
vince a judge to let them see 
records from the university, 
where Holmes had been a 
graduate student.

Anders Behring Breivik’s de¬ 
fence lawyers say the confessed 
mass killer won’t appeal if he’s 
sentenced to prison but he will 
challenge any ruling that de¬ 
clares hum insane. 

Breivik’s mental state will 
be the focus when the Oslo 
district court presents its judg¬ 
ment against Breivik on Friday 
for the bomb and gun attach 
that killed 77 people and in¬ 
jured more than 200 in July 
last year. After deliberating for 
two months, a five-judge panel 
will decide whether to send the 
right-wing extremist to prison 
or a mental hospital. 

After speaking to Breivik on 
Thursday, defence lawyer Geir 
Lippestad said his chent would 
only appeal if committed to 
psychiatric care. “He is very 
clear that if he is deemed in¬ 
sane, he will appeal, and appeal 
on the spot,” Lippestad said. An

appeals trial would likely be 
held early next year. 

Breivik, who claims he is a 
“militant nationahst,” said dur¬ 
ing the trial that being sent to 
an insane asylum would be the 
worst thing that could happen 
to him and accused Norwegian 
authorities of frying to cast him 
as sick to deflate his political 
views. His lawyers say Breivik is 
already at work writing sequels 
to the 1,500-page manifesto he 
released on tfre Internet before 
the attacks. 

Regardless of the sentence, 
Breivilc will be taken back to 
Oslo’s Ila Prison, where he has 
been held in isolation for most 
of the time since his arrest. 

The prison has built a 
psychiatric ward just for Brei¬ 
vik in case he’s declared insane. 
But even if he is, he wouldn’t 
be placed in that unit if he im¬ 
mediately appeals the insan¬ 
ity ruling, said prison spokes¬ 
woman Ellen Bjercke.

A hefty hippo chased away 
from his herd at a South Afri¬ 
can game reserve has found a 
refreshing place to relax: the 
lodge’s swimming pool.

The young hippopotamus 
plopped into the pool on 
Tuesday at the Monate Con¬ 
servation Lodge north of Jo¬ 
hannesburg. The pool is big 
enough for the hippo to swim 
but it’s eight feet deep with 
no steps, lodge manager Ruby 
Ferreira said Thursday. 

A game capture team will 
sedate the hippo and lift it out 
of the pool with a crane, said 
Mulsabel Wentzel of South 
Africa’s National Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to

Wentzel said the four-year- 
old hippo’s mother gave birth 
recently, and more dominant 
males forced him from the 
herd. The staff has been feed¬ 
ing the hippo but the water 
in the pool has been getting 
mucky with hippo poop. 

The pool will be drained 
before the hippo is lifted out. 

Because the hippo was 
chased away by his herd, it 
will be moved to another ani¬ 
mal sanctuary, Ferreira said.

Rats! New species gives 
rodents a-gnawing name 


A unique species of near¬ 
toothless rat that lives off 
earthworms and doesn’t 
chew or gnaw has been seen 
in Indonesia. 

The shrew-like animal 
with a long, pointed snout 
was described online in this 
week’s British journal Biol¬ 
ogy Letters. Paucidentomys 
vermidax, which translates 
loosely to “few-toothed rat” 
and “worm eater,” is the 
only rodent out of more than 
2,200 known species that 
does not have molars and 
instead has bicuspid upper 
incisors, it said. 

Two rats were found in 
the mountainous rain forest 
of southern Sulawesi Island. 

Since it lacks cheek teeth, 
the rat sucks in earthworms 
and slices them with its 
incisors before spitting out 
the pieces and then slurping 



bites down whole, co-author 
Anang Achmadi from Indo¬ 
nesia’s Museum Zoologicum 
Bogoriense said Thursday. 

The researchers said the 
discovery is important be¬ 
cause it shows how rodents, 
which are known for biting 
and chewing, were forced to 
evolve to survive in Sula¬ 
wesi’s environment.

Vehicle now poised to 
study whether Mars 
environment could 
support life 


Now that Curiosity passed its 
driving test on Mars, the six- 
wheel NASA rover can set its 
sights on longer treks. 

The first test drive around 
the pebbly Martian crater 
where it landed was just 
that — a test drive. The rover 
edged forward about 15 feet, 
rotated to a right angle and 
reversed a short distance, 
leaving tracks in the rust- 
tinged soil. 

Mission managers were 
elated that Wednesday’s 
maiden trek of the $2.5-bil- 
lion mission was glitch-free. 

“It couldn’t be more im¬ 
portant,” said project man¬ 
ager Peter Theisinger. “We 
built a rover. So unless the 
rover roves, we really haven’t 
accomplished an 3 Thing.... It’s 
a big moment.” 

The short spin came a day 
after Curiosity successfully 


wiggled its wheels to test its 
steering capabilities. 

Curiosity landed in Gale 
Crater near the Martian 
equator Aug. 5 to explore 
whether the environment 
once supported microbial 
life. The touchdown site has 
been named Bradbury Land¬ 
ing in honour of the late The 
Martian Chronicles author 
Ray Bradbury, who would 


have turned 92 on Wednes¬ 
day. 

The rover’s ultimate des¬ 
tination is Mount Sharp, 
a towering mountain that 
looms from the ancient cra¬ 
ter floor. Signs of past water 
have been spotted at the 
base, providing a starting 
point to hunt for the chem¬ 
ical building blocks of life.

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Politician hijacks 
miners’ memorial

last week that killed

A fiery politician cast out of 
the ruling party Thursday 
hijacked the main memorial 
service for 34 striking min¬ 
ers killed by police, to accuse 
President Jacob Zuma’s gov¬ 
ernment of complicity in the 
shootings. Angry government 
ministers walked out. 

Zuma did not attend any of 
the services. He called a news 
conference to annoimce a re¬ 
tired supreme court judge will 
head a judicial commission 
of inquiry to investigate “the 
facts and circumstances which 
gave rise to the use of force and 
whether this was reasonable 
and justifiable in the particular 
circumstances.” 

He announced a wide 
range of issues for the com¬ 
mission to investigate, in¬

registered Lonmin PLC, 
which owns the platinum 
mine where the violence was 
sparked by union rivalry. 

The commission would 
look at Lonmin’s conduct and 
report “whether the company, 
by act or omission, created an 
environment which was con¬ 
ducive to the creation of ten¬ 
sion, labour unrest, disunity 
among its employees or other 
harmful conduct,” Zuma said. 


The sombre and grieving 
tone of the memorial service at 
the mine was shattered by Jul¬ 
ius Malema, who was expelled 
in April for sowing disimity in 
the African National Congress. 
Malema was applauded when 
he said the government has 
not intervened in the mines 
“because our leaders are in¬ 
volved in these mines.” He said 
that President Zuma’s founda¬ 
tion and other ANC leaders 
have shares in the mines. 

“Our government has be¬ 
come a pig that is eating its 
children,” charged Malema. 

Malema’s outburst came 
after church leaders had 
urged people not to use the 
memorial service to score 
political points. 

About a dozen cabinet 
ministers left before they 
could address the crowd of 
more than 1,000 at the mine 
at Marikana, 70 kilometres 
northwest of Johannesburg. 

Zuma had decreed a week 
of national mourning to hon¬ 
our all victims of violence in 
South Africa, which has one 
of the world’s highest murder 
and rape rates.

Parole board said the 
crime was ‘heinous,

John Lennon’s killer was 
denied release from prison 
in his seventh appearance 
before a parole board, New 
York corrections officials said 
Thursday. 

Mark David Chapman, 
57, was denied parole by a 
three-member board after a 
hearing Wednesday, the state 
Department of Corrections 
said. Chapman can try again 
for parole in two years. 

He shot Lennon in De¬ 
cember 1980 outside the 
Manhattan apartment build¬ 
ing where the former Beatle 
lived. 



Chapman was sentenced 
in 1981 to 20 years to life in 
prison after pleading guilty to 
second-degree murder. 

The musician, singer and 
songwriter was 40. 


“Despite your positive ef¬ 
forts while incarcerated, your 
release at this time would 
greatly undermine respect 
for the law and tend to triv¬ 
ialize the tragic loss of life 
which you caused as a result 
of this heinous, unprovoked, 
violent, cold and calculated 
crime,” board member Sally 
Thompson wrote. 

The panel praised Chap¬ 
man’s conduct and accom¬ 
plishments but said “parole 
shall not be granted for good 
conduct and program com¬ 
pletions alone.” The board 
noted there was significant 
opposition to his release. 

In 2010, Chapman re¬ 
called that he had considered 
shooting Johnny Carson or 
Elizabeth Taylor instead, and 
said he chose Lennon be¬ 
cause he was more accessible. 
His motivation was instant 
notoriety.

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Hot air balloon 
crash kills four 
in Slovenia 



Regulated industry. Aircraft 
must meet standards

A hot air balloon that crashed 
in Slovenia on Thursday was 
one of the largest of its kind 
in the world. Tourists who are 
willing to pay more than $100 
each to be crammed aboard 
the capsules of such balloons 
often enjoy sightseeing adven¬ 
tures over the Slovenian Alps 
and its lakes. 

But the giant balloons 
aren’t always easy to operate. 
On Thursday, this one was 
swept up in a storm and 
crashed in a fireball outside 
Slovenia’s capital, killing four 
of its 32 riders and injuring 
the rest. 

The hot air balloon is the 
oldest successful flight tech¬ 
nology that carries passen¬ 
gers, also known as balloon 
aircraft. 

A hot air balloon consists of 
a bag called the envelope that 
contains heated air. Suspended 
beneath it is a gondola, or in 
some high-altitude balloons, 
a capsule. A source of heat for 
the air in the balloon in most 
cases is an open flame blower. 
Thursday’s flight offered a 
ride from near the capital, 
Ljubljana, and over the Alpine 
scenery toward Bled, the most 
popular tourist resort in Slo¬ 
venia. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Other crashes 


• Balloon accidents occur for 
a variety of reasons, but 
human error and the deci¬ 
sion to fly during weather 
warnings are frequently 
cited as a primary cause. 
There were rare cases 
where an accident was 
attributed to failure of the 
balloon hardware. 


• On Aug. 13,1989, two hot 
air balloons collided near 
Alice Springs, Australia, 
causing one to crash to the 
ground, killing 13 people. 

It is the deadliest hot air 
ballooning accident in the 
history of aviation. 


• Slovenia has had two ma¬ 
jor ballooning accidents 
in recent years. In 2002, 
one caught fire and nine 
people were injured. In 
2006 four people were 
hurt when a balloon 
crashed. 


Smaller balloons are much eas¬ 
ier to handle and manoeuvre. 
Those carrying up to 32 people 
usually climb vertically up to 
2,000 metres and don’t move 
sideways or glide with the 
wind. 

According to international 
safety regulations, balloon 
pilots are certified just like 
airplane pilots and must have 
operational certificates. like 
planes, balloons must meet 
safety standards and are in¬ 
spected on a regular basis. In 
addition, pilots must inform 
passengers about safety guide¬ 
lines during flights prior to lift¬ 
off. The basket must be robust 
enough to ensure adequate pro¬ 
tection to all occupants even 
during rough landings. The 
burner unit must be designed 
and installed in such a way to 
avoid a fire hazard.

More tlian 900 police officers 
raided homes and clubhouses 
of suspected neo-Nazis in a 
crackdown m a western Ger¬ 
man state on Thursday, seizing 
far-right propaganda material, 


computer hard drives and a 
wide variety of weapons, the re¬ 
gion’s top security official said. 

The raids to collect evidence 
came after North Rhine-West- 
phalia state interior minister 
Ralf Jaeger banned three local 
neo-Nazi groups. 

“These groups are anti-for¬ 
eigner; they are racist and they 
are anti-Semitic,” Jaeger said. 

The crackdown in North 
Rhine-Westphalia comes amid 
a greater focus on the far right 
in Germany. That was sparked 
by the revelation last year that 


a small group of neo-Nazis ap¬ 
parently managed to kill nine 
minorities and a pohce officer 
over a seven-year period while 
remaining off the radar. 

The existence of the Nation¬ 
al Socialist Underground group 
only came to light last Novem¬ 
ber, when two of its three core 
members were found dead in 
an apparent murder-suicide 
after a failed bank robbery. 

The third alleged core mem¬ 
ber, Beate Zschaepe, is in cus¬ 
tody pending trial.

Canadian families appear 
to be getting larger 


When Jody Nickerson got 
married six years ago, she 
and her husband knew they 
wanted to have children and 
agreed on a magic number. 

“We didn’t want just one,” 
says the Edmonton high 
school teacher, now a stay-at- 
home mom with three little 
girls. 

“We just liked the three- 
kid family ... it’s a good num¬ 
ber.” 

Census figures from Statis¬ 
tics Canada released earlier 
this year show the number of 
Canadian children aged four 
and under jumped 11 per 
cent between 2006 and 2011. 
Although highest in the Prai¬ 
ries — particularly Alberta, 
with a 20 per cent spike — it 
marked the first time in 50 
years that an increase was re¬ 
corded in every province and 
territory.

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Greece must keep pursuing reforms, 
German and French leaders insist 


Pressure’s on. Merkel, 
Hollande meet prior 
to Samaras visit to 
discuss how to deal 
with Greece's ever- 
continuing debt crisis 


The German and French leaders 
on Thursday put the pressure 
firmly on Greece to keep pursu¬ 
ing painful reforms, suggesting 
they are hesitant to accept the 
new Greek prime minister’s 
demand for more time to fix 


his coimtry’s battered economy 
and public finances. 

Ghancellor Angela Merkel 
and President Francois Hol¬ 
lande met to discuss how to 
deal with Greece before Prime 
Minister Antonis Samaras visits 
both of them over the next two 
days. 

Earlier in the day, Germany’s 
finance minister set the stage 
for tough negotiations by claim¬ 
ing that giving Greece more 
time to make reforms would 
achieve httle. 

As creditors’ impatience 
grows with Greece, Merkel’s 
government is reluctant to of¬ 


fer significant concessions, but 
Hollande has generally taken 
a softer line in the debt crisis 
afilicting Greece and several 
other coimtries in the 17-nation 
eurozone. 

In a charm offensive in 
German and French media 
this week. Samaras has been 
arguing that his nation should 
have more time to complete 
reforms that are a condition of 
it continuing to receive bailout 
loans. Without the help, Greece 
would be forced into a chaotic 
default on its debts and could be 
forced out of the eurozone. 

In brief statements to repor¬ 


ters at the chancellery in Berlin, 
Merkel and Hollande didn’t 
directly mention Samaras’ calls 
— but made clear that it is first 
and foremost up to Greece to 
satisfy its creditors. 

Greece’s continued access to 
the bailout packages hinges on 
a favourable report next month 
from the so-c^ed “troika” of 
the country’s debt inspectors — 
the EU, IlVff, and European Gen- 
tral Bank. If Greece is foimd to 
have failed on key economic re¬ 
forms that are conditions of the 
bailout loan, vital funds could 
be halted.

Julia Trigg Crawford was hy¬ 
ing to challenge TransCanada’s 
status as a common carrier — a 
label that would give the Cal- 
gaiy-based pipeline company 
the right to eminent domain, 
enabling it to seize private 
property for the project.

Richard: Mark, Premium Rush 
is like a BMX race with a plot- 
line. Bikes dart in and out of 
traffic, defy the laws of gravity 
and spin on one wheel, which 
is all cool, except that it over¬ 
shadows the characters. Only 
Michael Shannon as the out- 
ofcontrol cop is memorable 
enough to rise above the bike 
stunts and skinned elbows. 

Mark: In the interests of full 
disclosure Richard, 1 can¬ 
not ride a bike. In fact, they 
scare me. So I was unusually 


riveted by the action sequen¬ 
ces in this film. Which defin¬ 
itely eclipsed the characters! I 
don’t know how I felt about 
Michael Shannon. He had a 
presence for sure, but he was 
also kind of cartoonish which 
stopped me from taking the 
movie seriously as a thriller. 

RC: I don’t think it is meant to 
be taken seriously as a thriller. 
Any cop who would say, “I 
forgot to bring my bullets. I’ll 
meet you there,” to his cop bud¬ 
dies isn’t trying to be Detective 
Sergeant Joe Friday. He’s a wild, 
bug-eyed caricature of a man 
on the edge and the second 
most entertaining thing in the 
flick (next to the bikes). What 
did you think of Gordon-Levitt? 

MB: Not an actors’ movie but 
he can clearly cany off a lead¬ 
ing man role. What I really 


liked about the movie was its 
style. The maps, time code, 
miniatures of Manhattan, and 
the fractured time narrative all 
kept me engaged with the lim¬ 
ited stoiyline. Gordon-Levitt’s 
character is called Wiley, as in 
Wile. E. Goyote, and the movie 
does have a Roadrunner simpli¬ 
city. I thought all the gimmicks 
and stylistic quirks opened it up 
nicely. 

RC: In the beginning I feared 
that the GPS maps that pop up 
from time to time might be too 
much style over substance, and 
in a way I was right. There isn’t 
much substance here, but it is 
a fun ride.

Jessica Biel gets all

The past two decades have seen 
rapid advancements in digital 
filmmaking, leading some to 
worry that good old fashioned 
film is on its last legs. It’s a 
subject of particular interest to 
actor Keanu Reeves, who turns 
documentarian with director 
Chris Kermeally to see where 
technology might be taking 
Hollywood in Side by Side. In 
it, he sits down with a dizzying 
list of filmmakers — including 
James Cameron, David Fincher, 
Martin Scorsese and Christo¬ 
pher Nolan — to see how the 
different medias measure up. 

Side by Side goes to great 
lengths to not only educate its 
audience on the particulars of 
film technology over the dec¬ 
ades but also to let both sides 
of the film vs. digital debate 
have their say. WaUy Pfister — 
Nolan’s go-to cinematographer, 
who is also working on his first 
film as a director — is firmly on 
the film side with Nolan, even 
going so far in Side by Side as to 
describe himself as “anti-tech¬ 
nology.” Reeves acknowledges 
this stance might be a bit ex¬ 


treme, since all filmmaking 
utihzes some sort of technol¬ 
ogy. “Filmmaking was such an 
industrial revolution era tool, 
right? I guess he’s demonizing 
the technology as other be¬ 
cause it’s new and coming in 
and it’s not quite the technol¬ 
ogy that he’s using anymore, 
right?” Reeves admits. “Yeah, 
I guess it is arbitraiy in that 
sense. It’s like an emotional, 
arbitrary comment.” 

In the documentary. Reeves 
gets a lot of folks more com¬ 
fortable behind the camera to 
sit down in front of it, and his 
most impressive “get” of the 
film might be the Wachowskis, 
who directed Reeves in the Ma¬ 
trix movies and have become 
even more media-shy since 
Lana Wachowsld imderwent 
gender reassignment surgeiy. 
“The idea that they knew me 
and the idea of the subject mat¬ 
ter helped in terms of wanting 
to speak on camera,” Reeves 
says. 

“One of the responses was, 
‘For you. Only for you.’”

Jessica Biel likes a good sur¬ 
prise, which is why she can’t 
really talk too much about 
her latest film, the Tall Man. 
The shock-filled movie, which 
screened this summer at the 
Fantasia International Film 
Festival in Montreal, is about 
a small mining town where 
the mysterious figure of the 
title has been abducting chil¬ 
dren for years — or at least 
that’s what it starts out being 
about. And to hear Biel tell it, 
she really put herself through 
the ringer on this one. Just 
ask her chiropractor. 

With a movie this twist- 
tiUed, how do you market it 
or promote it? 

I don’t know how you market 
it. You can’t market it as a hor¬ 
ror film because it’s not. You 
can market it as a thriller, but 
then it kind of changes into a 
drama. It’s still a thriller. It’s 
definitely tense and creepy. 
It’s so hard to talk about it. 
I just try not to say an 3 dhing 
specific (laughs). 

Is that twisty nature part 
of what drew you to the 
project? 

Yeah. Because as I was reading 
the script, I didn’t know what 


was happening at all. I literal¬ 
ly couldn’t guess. It just kept 
surprising me, page after 
page after page. ... It’s a lot of 
twists. 

It didn’t look like the most 
comfortable shoot. 

No, that’s for sure. It was in¬ 
tense. It was probably one of 
the hardest things I’ve ever 
done. It was just full-on, every 
day being pushed by (director) 
Pascal (Laugier) to a point of 
no return where I literally was 
like, “I can’t do an 3 miore,” 
and he was like, “Do more. 
Go. More, more, more” until I 
exploded with... I don’t know. 
It was intense, but it was the 
only way to do it. 


This is by no means a glam¬ 
orous role. 

No, not at all. I somehow seem 
to enjoy doing these kinds of 
things every 10 years. It’s real¬ 
ly masochistic, I think. Like 
whipping, beating, I don’t 
know what that is. I think it’s 
just the thrill of the fear. And 
it’s the violence in cinema, 
which is safe, because it’s not 
actually happening — but 
you’re testing the waters of it 
and you’re putting yourself in 
that position, getting the s-- 
kicked out of you and putting 
your emotional system in that 
place but knowing that it’s 
fine. There’s something that 
I find really intriguing about 
that. 


That sounds exhausting. At 
least it’s once every lo years 
and not every role. 

Oh my God, I think I’d have 
a heart attack. After I did this 
movie, I went to see my chiro¬ 
practor. I was like, “I’m hav¬ 
ing a hard time breathing.” 
And he dug his fingers into 
my diaphragm — because my 
diaphragm was jammed up 
into my ribs because I’d spent 
two months (h 3 q)erventilat- 
ing) and limping around. And 
my back was weird, my pos¬ 
ture was off, my teeth started 
to ache because my hips were 
off because I was limping for 
two months. It was crazy. I 
would literally have a heart 
attack if I did that every year.

While his main vocation is still 
music, Nick Cave admits he’s 
more than happy to write a 
screenplay whenever director 
John Hillcoat asks him to.

How did you feel about 
changing the title from the 
Wettest County in the World 
to Lawless?

Foreign territories 
couldn’t translate it efiectively, 
so the film would then have a 
bunch of difierent names, and 
that was not good for the film. 
I’ve heard that it soimded like a 
pom film, the Wettest Coimty. 
But at the end of the day, I think 
probably the Wettest Coimty in 
the World was just too lyrical 
to drag in the youth market. I 
would say it was simply a mar¬ 
keting thing. 

Where did the idea come 
from to include period 


versions of more modern 
songs, like with the Velvet 
Underground? 

I’m not really sure. Initially 
we were looking at songs 
of the time, obviously. But 
I just personally felt that 
had been done a lot and had 
been done really well, like 
O Brother Where Are Thou. 
I didn’t want to be chasing 
that kind of thing. So the 
time started to shift a little 
bit — maybe we take some 
from a little later. And then, 
f— it, let’s take something 
from way over there and see 
what that’s like, and then 
kind of replay it in a sort of 
attempt to capture that kind 
of spirit of that time. But you 
know, something like White 
Light, White Heat already 
sounds very much fitted to 
the time an37way on some 
level — there’s a sort of boxi- 
ness to the way it’s recorded. 
I think that was the first 
one, and once we had that 
we went, “OK, that’s what 
we’re doing.”

Anyone who’s ever dreamt of 
pulling up stakes and mov¬ 
ing halfway across the globe 
should be able to relate to the 
wannabe expats in the new 
HGTV series Live Here, Buy 
This. 

These travel-hungry Can¬ 
ucks have grand ideas of mak¬ 
ing their favourite vacation 
getaway their family’s perma¬ 
nent home-sweet-home and 
why wouldn’t they? Most of 
the fantasy digs just happen 
to be in sunny, tropical para¬ 
dises or culture-rich, centur¬ 
ies-old hamlets. 

Of course, actually pursu¬ 
ing such a dream is another 
matter entirely. And so this 
show takes a closer look at 
what a Canadian homeowner 
could get if they sold their 
home and bought a compar¬ 
ably priced abode elsewhere. 

“The show is really

Originally from Mississauga, 
Ont., Kyle Schmid has lived in 
the Golden State for the last 
eight years, but his work has 
landed him significant stints in 
Vancouver, Montreal — where 
he worked on the North Amer¬ 
ican version of Being Human 
— and now Toronto, home 
base of production for Copper, 


which premiers this Simday on 
Showcase. 

“It’s the show I’m most 
proud of,” he says. “I can share 
it with my family and friends 
and have them come on set 
and share the same energy I 
feel.” 

Created by Oz and St. Else¬ 
where writer Tom Fontana 
and executive produced by 
Diner director Bany Levinson, 
the series is the first foray into 
scripted drama for BBC Amer¬ 
ica, where it airs in the States.

Birbiglia shares traits with 
some of today’s top comedians. 
He has Louis G.K.’s intrepid 


honesty, without the intense 
cynicism toward relationships. 

He has Demetri Martin’s 
low-key personality and subtle 
delivery. And he has Jim Gaffi- 
gan’s aU-American appetite. 

“I would many pizza, but it 
would just be an elaborate ploy 
to eat her whole family at the 
reception,” Birbiglia quips. 

For Birbiglia fans, the book 
doesn’t contain too much new 
content, and that’s a blessing 
and a curse. Readers who are 


familiar with Birbigha’s two 
appearances on Gomedy Gen- 
tral Presents and his extended 
special, Mike Birbigha: What I 
Should Have Said Was Nothing

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Hip-hop stars start to hit pause on 
homophobia in rap as gay rights rise 



Frank Ocean. Mis 

recent revelation 
has many asking the 
question: when will 
a gay rapper emerge 
and be accepted? 


Snoop Dogg has rapped in 
songs where gay slurs have 
been tossed about. 

He’s even said them, part of 
a long hst of rappers who have 
freely used the f-word — the 
other f-word — in rhyme. 

For years, anti-gay epithets 
and sentiments in rap have 
largely been accepted, along 
with its frequent misogyny 
and violence, as part of the 
hip-hop culture — a culture 
that has been slow to change, 
even as gay people enjoy more 
mainstream acceptance, par¬ 
ticularly in entertainment. 

But while perhaps glacial, 
a shift appears to be on the 
horizon. 

“People are learning how to 
live and get along more, and 


accept people for who they 
are and not bash them or hurt 
them because they’re differ¬ 
ent,” Snoop Dogg said in a re¬ 


cent interview 

Frank Ocean may be largely 
responsible for that. The ris¬ 
ing star, who revealed on his 


blog last month that his first 
love was a man, is technically 
an R&B singer. But he has pro¬ 
duced and collaborated with

• Quote. "(The support for

some of music’s top hip-hop 
acts, from Jay-Z to Andre 3000 
to Kanye West to Nas. He’s also 
co-written songs for Beyonce, 
Justin Bieber and John Legend, 
and is a member of the alterna¬ 
tive rap group Odd Future. 

“When I was growing up, 
you could never do that and 
annoimce that,” Snoop said 
of Ocean’s revelation. “There 


would be so much scrutiny 
and hate and negativity, and 
no one would step (forward) 
to support you because that’s 
what we were brainwashed 
and trained to know” 

Some of hip-hop’s key 
figures have given some kind 
of support to the gay commim- 
ity. Pharrell Williams recently 
collaborated with the openly 
gay pop singer Mika on the 
song Celebrate. 

Jay-Z, like Eminem, has 
said people of the same sex 
should be able to love one 
another. Eminem performed 
with Elton John at the 2001 
Grammy Awards at the height 
of GLAAD’s (Gay & Lesbian Alli¬ 
ance Against Defamation) criti¬ 
cism. 

Danyl D.M.G. McDaniels of 
the iconic rap group Run D.M.G 
is skeptical about some of hip- 
hop’s recent support of Ocean, 
since he believes homophobia 
is still rampant in the culture. 
Still, he is sure a homosexual 
hip-hop act will emerge. 

“Of course there’s going to 
be a gay rapper.”

The Greek Dog 

It’s inspired by feta 
cheese and spinach that 
are in spanakopita. 

Thaw 1 cup of frozen 
shredded spinach; 
squeeze it over sink to 
remove water. In skillet 
over medium-high, heat 
splash of olive oil. Saute 
spinach, diced medium 
onion and 2 minced 
cloves of garlic. When 
onion tender, season 
with salt, pepper and 
dill seed. Grill 4 hot 
dogs and toast 4 hot dog 
buns over medium heat. 
Spoon spinach mix into 
each bun, then place a 
hot dog over it. Top with 
feta cheese and tzatziki. 


The Pizza Dog 

The only way to make 
meat-wrapped meat better 
is to add melted cheese. 

Using 2 slices of prosciutto 
per hot dog, wrap 4 hot 
dogs tightly in prosciutto. 
Grill over low heat, turning 
until prosciutto is crisp and 
lightly browned, about 8 


minutes. Fill 4 hot dog buns 
with bocconcini (small balls 
of fresh mozzarella). Toast 
the buns on the grill (bun 
opening facing up) until the 
cheese is warm and starting 
to melt. Place a hot dog in 
each bun, then top with oil- 
packed chopped sun-dried 
tomatoes and chopped 
fresh basil. 


The Taco Dog 

Soft and crunchy and spicy 
and creamy — exactly the 
way a taco should be. 

Spoon refried beans into 
4 hot dog buns. Lightly 
crumble about 12 tortilla 
chips, then sprinkle some 
over the refried beans in 
each bun. Grill 4 hot dogs 


over low heat. Toast the 
prepared buns (bun open¬ 
ings facing up) until the 
beans are heated. Place a 
hot dog in each bun, then 
top with sliced jalapeno 
peppers, tomato salsa, 
sliced black olives and 
shredded cheddar cheese.

plete with eyes, brain, tongue 
and cheek). 

Hughes says despite recent 
headlines surrounding vio¬ 
lent attacks on Canadians in 
Mexico, and a travel warning 
from Ottawa urging Canucks 
to exercise “extreme caution” 
in certain areas, he never felt 
unsafe during his stay last 
summer. 

“There’s probably 5,000 
people that give a country of 
120 milhon a bad rap,” he said. 
“1 travelled for two months 
eveiywhere. I literally went 
eveiywhere, not once did 1 
feel threatened, not once did 1 
feel scared. People were more 
scared of me, if any/thing. 
They were like, ‘Who is that 
tall white guy with all the tat¬ 
toos?”’ 

Hughes was particularly 
taken with Mexico City, where 
he stayed in the French-influ¬ 
enced Condesa district. 

“I feel hke it’s a place where 
almost, I belong. I felt like 1 
was home,” said Hughes, 35. “1 
love the whole country, it was 
amazing, but Mexico City in 
particular was just really eye¬ 
opening.” 

The eight-part series is the 
first spinoff of Hughes’ Gem- 


ini-Award-nominated Chuck’s 
Day Off, which is broadcast in 
30 coimtries. 

The co-owner and chef 
of Montreal hot-spots Garde 
Manger and Le Bremner chose 
Mexico for the spinoff because 
he knows how to speak a little 
bit of Spanish and wanted to 
explore its terrain and cuisine. 

“Everybody knows pico de 
gallo and tacos — well there’s 
so much more,” he said by 
phone. “Being from Quebec, 
my whole hfe I grew up on 
pork, com, potatoes, and 
when 1 look at Mexico it’s the 
same kind of deal, only they 
have hot peppers and they use 
the com in a different fashion. 
But basically our staples are 
the same.” 

Watching Mexican locals 
cook with old-school meth¬ 
ods — using local, in-season 
ingredients and minimizing 
waste — in remote areas with 
few resources taught Hughes 
a few techniques. It also made 
him realize how lucky he is to 
have eveiything at his disposal 
at his kitchens in Ganada. 

“I think that’s probably 
what I take back the most 
from my whole experience. 
Not necessarily any specific 
recipe but more of a philoso¬ 
phy and a way of treating the 
ingredients, looking at the in¬ 
gredients and respecting the 
food,” said Hughes. 

“My life revolves around 
it and I’ve always respected 
food a lot, but in terms of 
professional cooking, we’re 
veiy, very lucky that we have 
water whenever we want 
and it’s used in every stage.”

Another NHL lockout is begin¬ 
ning to feel hke an inevitabil¬ 
ity. 

Unable to move beyond the 
philosophical stage of talks, 
the owners and players have 
watched another week slip 
by without progress. They sat

conciliatoiy mood after taking 
over a union that capitulated 
during the last round of nego¬ 
tiations.

Armstrong says USADA 
doesn’t have the authority to 
vacate his Tour titles. However, 
Tygart told The Associated 
Press that USADA can do it. 

Armstrong on Thursday 
night dropped any further 
challenges to USADA’s allega¬ 
tions that he took perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs to win 
cycling’s premier event from 
1999-2005. 

Tygart called the Arm¬ 
strong case a “heartbreaking” 


example of a win-at-all costs 
approach to sports. 

Armstrong, who retired last 
year, dechned to enter arbitra¬ 
tion — his last option — be¬ 
cause he said he was weary of 
fighting accusations that have 
dogged him for years. He has 
consistently pointed to the 
hundreds of drug tests that he 
has passed as proof of his in¬ 


nocence. 

“There comes a point in 
every man’s life when he has 
to say, ’’Enough is enough.“ 
For me, that time is now,” 
Armstrong said in a statement 
sent to The Associated Press. 
He called the USADA investi¬ 
gation an “unconstitutional 
witch himt.”
